The central bank's interest-ratc-setiing 
arm. the Federal Open h^larkei Committee, 
meets behind clo.sed doors today and the 
betting among economists is that the com- 
mittee will raise interest rates for the sixth 
' time this year. ' 


"The Fed is playing a forward-looking 
prcvchi defense and'thai suggests another 
dose of higher interest rates will be fonli- 
cbrnlng." said Allen Sinai, chief inierna- 
lional economist at Lehman Brothers in 
Ncw.York. 

Sinai and many other analy.s(s.are liK>k- 
ing for a half-poini increase in ihe Fed's 
target for the federal funds rate, the inicre.M 
that banks charge each other on overnight 
loans. They aLso expect a half-point bm>sl 
in the discount rate, which the Fed cfiarges 
on direct loans to banks. 

Those increases would trigger a corre- 


sponding jump in business and consumer 
borrowing costs, with most economists 
.forecasting th;|t banka_wilLaimaunae_aii_ 
immedialc ^ise in their 7.75 percent bench- 
mark prime lending rate. 

A half-point increase would match the 
Fed's last change on Aug. 16. which 
puslied the funds raie to its ciirrent level of 
4.75 percent and lifted the discount rale to 
4 percent. • 

If the Fed does boost rates by a half- 
point today. many economists believe ai 
least one mure half-point inerejise will oc»— 
eur, ciilier.in December or c.irly next year.
